Conversation and Gossip. 


Conversation is one of the five primary 


means by which a»ankind acquire informa- 
tion or knowledge. Tiiese five eminent 
methods are, by Study, Heading, Lectures, 
Conversation and Observations. 
Conversa- 


tion is possessed of some peculiar advanta- 
ges to the mind, which, however, are regar- 
ded as inferior to those possessed by other 
methods; but which are equally essential 
for the acquisition .of knowledge and devel- 
opment of the same 
Persons endowed with 


fine conversational faculties exert a power- 
ful influence for good 01 evil. 
Conversation 


should be of mutual benefit aud instruction 
to the parties engaged therein; notwith- 
standing the degree of conversational powers 
possessed by individuals—unless, perhaps, 
the teacher and scholar, the educated aud 
illiterate, tho wise man an'l niuny, meet 
and enter into fdUiihar intercourse—then it 
ib, and then only, that the advantage deri- 
ved is one sided, on the presumption that 
the proper disposition is manifested ou the 
part of the seeker after kuowludge. 
ID 


conversation with an intelligent and unre- 
served person, we may propose our senti- 
ments and convictions—have them satisfac- 
torily expatiated upon, ai.d their correctness 
criticised ; have our doubts dispelled in re- 
gard to his opinions; aod our difficulties 
solved; erroneous impressions,corrected aod 
defined; misconstructions from reading and 
study, assume their proper phase 
Another 


advantage gained ia development of the 
knowledge possessed by individuals on any 
subject. 
The accumulation of an immense 


store of knowledge from books, &o., if per- 
mitted to remaia in an inert state would, 
comparatively speaking, prove of no more a- 
vail and benefit than the rich old miser is 
to the world around him, when left alone to 
gloat upon his hoarded treasure. 
It may 


be said however, in opposition to this, that 
men may develop their knowledge by their 
writings; but experience has shovn that 
writers labor under painful disadvantages 
if excluded from all soeietv ; for isstaacc, a 
thorough acquaintanceship with human na- 
ture is an absolute requisite. 
By conver- 


sation the peculiar style of address, the force 
and light with which opinions and topics 
are presented, the language employed in 
expressing ideas, and the sense conveyed in 
expression of those ideas and sentiments— 
these, and many other traits noticeable in 
conversation, we say, at once represent and 
display the true character and attributes of 
the man. Hence, it insures self-confidence, 
renews energy and actuates new motives, 
in any walk of life. 
The power wielded, 


the influence exerted, the thoughts and 
ideas suggested and impressed, by conver- 
sation, are profound." It may be character- 
ized by profitable instructions, amusements, 
and benefit; or, on the other hand, by in- 
different expressions,ironseosical remarks, 
and foul, slang phrases—all with their res- 
pective tendencies as a natural sequence.— 
These latter almost invariably result from a 
lack of proper training, education, and from 
evil associates, whose baneful influence is 
soon imbibed by the unwary. 
True con- 


vocation is attended with numerous other 
advantages, the enumeration of which would 
be too lengthy. 


But at this present day, in this progres- 


sive age, it is surprising to find urofitabfe 
conversation so little resorted to,"for relax- 
ation from studies, or even the onerous du- 
ties-of life; and that, gossip—a digression 
from and perversion of real conversation 
has been substituted*. 
Gossip implies—to 


adopt the definition given by a writer in 
the "ytar"—(>a superficial, surface seeing, 
mischief making creature," to which weadd, 
an excessive prattler and loquacious tat- 
tler. 
The truth of the foregoing appella- 


tions is unquestionable. The conversation 
he carries on is of precious little benefit to 
himself or those around him. 
It may be 


argued, however, the gossip amuses the 
company with his sontiuual nonsense, 
which, by the way, appears to be right and 
proper; but Ftill the question suggests it 
self: should not gcfosipmg be accompanied 
with benefit, lessons of instruction aud a 
definite purpose in view, on whatever trivial 
! topic, narration ol any remarkable circum- 


j stance, or discussion of any profound theme? 


] Could not opportunies be presented-to each 


j individual to derive a profitable application, 
, increase his store of information and open 
1 DCW fields of thought for bis meditation,- 
, though gossip be predominant upon any top- 
ic in question ? It certainly could be.— 
It is said man was created lor the attain- 
ment of special "callings;" and most im- 
portant among tbese, is to elevate, benefit 
and enlighten his fellow man. This is a 
self evident truth. 
The question is asked, 


from what cause does this gossip propensity 
originate 1 Our first and best reason, proba- 
bly, is the extensive reading of litjlit fitcra~ 
turc, so alarmingly prevalent at the present 
day. 
"Out of the abundance of the heart- 


the mouth speakcth," is a scriptural pro- 


i verb; and we hold, therefore, that the ma- 


j terial furnished the mind by reading, &c, 


5s developed by conversation or gossip.— 
For an illustration, our limited observa- 
"tion may testify to this, especially on the 
part of the Ladies. At recent large pri- 
vate gatherings ia this town, we hoard and 
taw singing, dancing, and loquacious gos- 
Kipping; but truly benefieillFconvcrsatioD 
' appeared to be nearly entirely excluded 


, from the order of programme. The effects 
' produced are equally apparent, but we must 


refrain from an enumeration. 


This is emphatically an age of Reading 


Immense stores of literature of every vari- 
ety, may be found in nearly every family ; 
but the fastidious tastes of the age are alone 
satiated through fictitious matter. Hence, 
we have a lack of true, beneficial conversa- 


' tion. 
The contemplation of this faet is 


indeed humiliating, and 
unpleasant to 


dwell upon. Let the remedy, therefore, at 


1 once be applied—let sound, useful, profita- 
lie, practical. Literature, take the place 


' of these sickening love and "blood and- 


thnnder" talcs, and the conversation and 


: intelligence of any community will be far 


j more substantial and practical than thus. 


i We thon will drift into the proper spheie 


of industry and perseverance ; and a heal- 
thy and matter-of-fact generation will be 
the consequence, and one important stride 
be made toward the milleuium.

Interesting Historical Facts. 


In 1734, the existing authorities iu Flo- 


rida, which were at that titue Spanish, en- 


1 couraged the negroes of South Carolina to 


leare, their masters, and come iuto thc^ 
Spanish eolony; 
There Were at that period 


about forty thousand slaves in Soush Caro- 
lina.- Whatever were the' inducements held 
out to the slaves, they were successful, and 
quitea large aurnber became fugitive slaves. 
Uetweeu the two colonies, beloo^iu^ to 
different governments, there was DO fugitive 
slave law for their return. 
A regiment 


was organized, which was composed of 
these ruoawaays. 
It was officered bv Spuu- 


iards, but the negroes composing the rauk 
and file wore the same uniform as the Spa- 
nish soldiers aud received the ?aiue pay. 


In November, 1775, the revolution hav- 


ing assumed a serious character, the British 


. Governor of Virginia, Lord Dutimore, issu 


ed a proclamation in behalf of the royal h>- 
terests, Culliuj; all classes of the Kmg':s sub- 
jects to rally 
to the standard. 
The most 


striking peculiarity, huwever, of the proc- 
lamation, is the special addtoss to "indented 
persons, negroes* and others," ptoruisiu^ 
freedom to all who shouldespouse the ea-ute 
of the 
king, and 
maintain it l>v force of 


arms. 
Freeing aud arming the negroes 


was a war measure uesily a cet.tury a^o, 
aud that iu Virginia, under British author- 
ity 


In connection with this it is curious to 


serve that iu the some year, 1775, the Com- 
mittee of Safety of Massachusetts decided 
that it was a contest for freedom, none but 
free men should be admitted iuto the army, 
vnd that slave-) should uot be received us 
soldiers,'on the side of tho colonies, on any 
consideration whatever. 
The argument for 


the exclusion of slaves was the same as that 
of the United Slates in opposing the late 
insurrection, when slaves were freed before 
they became soldiers. 


Slavery has been a source of anxiety and 


trouble ever since it was introduced into 
this country. 
We hope it has got its quie- 


tus now, and forever,. 
The question ot a 


negro soldiery appears also to have been 
one of ancient consideration in the country 
•with the same diversity of sentimeut in re- : 
lation to it that exi'ted wffen it was renew 
ed in the late rebellion. 
That too, we ima- 


gine, is a fettled question.
